An incident bound to have some effect on a school the size of 
Sweetwater is a change of coaches. For the first time in Sweetwater’s 
history, this change has taken place.

“Herby,” or 
“Smiles,” as he was generally known to all the students, was one 
of the finest coaches in San Diego county. His cheerful and friendly 
presence will not be forgotten by the boys who have worked under 
him (even those who have experienced his stiff sole and hardwood 
cane).
